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Castro’s Revolution 
Becomes Anarchy 


Millions of Americans who have been 
sympathetic with Fidel Castro and hope- 
ful that his Cuban revolution would suc- 
ceed are angry and surprised at the 
growing anti-Americanism of his regime. 
The fact this is being led by Castro him- 
self indicates his revolution is in serious 
trouble indeed. 

As President Eisenhower said yester- 
day, America always has _ befriended 
Cuba, even to the extent of fighting a 
war to help her gain independence. 

Best guess, of course, is that Castro 
is trying to divert Cuba’s attention from 
her own troubles and the failures of his 
own leadership. His success in over- 
throwing Batista unfortunately has not 
been followed with success in organizing 
a government. The island country’s eco- 
nomie troubles have become steadily 
worse and the source from which eco- 
nomic aid could come, the United States, 
rapidly is being alienated beyond hope 
of reconciliation. 

Charges that aircraft which dropped 
leaflets over Cuba came from the United 
States may have some foundation. But 
that such action was sanctioned by the 
U.S. government is a ridiculous charge. 
At any rate, the Organization of Ameri- 
can States is investigating this incident 
and so is the United States. 

Meanwhile, punitive taxes against 
American-owned concerns in Cuba and 
violence against American nationals fur- 
ther will damage the Cuban economy. 
The lucrative tourist trade is vanishing. 
Investment capital will not be forth- 
coming. And the USS. government will 
not be kicked around as Castro is now 
doing. 

The Castro regime now is resorting 
to strong-arm dictatorial methods, re- 
storing the firing-squad treatment for op- 
position and otherwise tightening one- 
man rule. But Castro, who led a popu- 
lar revolution against Batista’s hated dic- 
tatorship, must know that such tactics 
will not long divert attention from the 
anarchy which now exists in Cuba.

Unrealistic Law Leads 


To Traffic Snarl Here 


It does seem that Atlanta has enough 
traffic problems without having to con- 
tend with a legal roadblock such as the 
one confronting motorists yesterday on 
Edgewood avenue. 

Spilling out over the sidewalk and 
across two of the four lanes in the 
heavily traveled street was a mountain 
of equipment that included printing 
presses, racks of type, furniture, boxes 
of paper, etc. 

It was put there the previous eve- 
ning by Fulton County deputy marshals 
armed with a warrant that a realty com- 
pany swore out against a printing con- 
cern for nonpayment of rent. 

The printing company’s owner, ap- 
parently taking a dim view of the pro- 
ceedings, departed. The deputies did 
what the law called for. They piled his 
possessions onto the street. 

There, according to law, the equip- 
ment remains until the°owner moves it. 
So traffic yesterday along Edgewood was 
snarled much worse than usual, a new 
hazard to street safety had sprung up 
and extra policemen were assigned to 
the scene. 

An outmoded state statute is to blame 
for the mess. It lends weight to the con- 
tentions of those who claim that the law 
at times is something of an ass.

What Kind of Future 
Is Cotton Confronting? 


Economists are doing quite a bit of 
analyzing as to the long-range effects of 
this year’s bumper cotton crop. 

The number of bales ginned in Geor- 
gia by mid-October was approximately 
100.000 more than that of the corre- 
sponding period in 1958. The national 
increase was nearly two million bales. 

Principal factor behind the rise in 
production was the closing out of the 
soil ‘bank's acreage reserve program. The 
immediate effects are healthy. 

Additional opportunities for employ- 
ment were created. Merchants felt the 
impact in the ~increased sales of farm 
equipment and other articles. 

But agricultural economist. Arthur H. 
Kantner, writing in the October issue of 
the Federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta’s 
Monthly Review, expressed a well- 
founded concern as to future effects of 
the cotton resurgence. 

He points out that the cotton carry- 
over will be increased. Cotton consump- 
tion per capita remains depressed and 
price supports continue to keep ‘domes- 
tic prices higher than world prices, thus 
keeping exports down. | 

Whether or not cotton will be able 
to hold its ground depends upon how 
well domestic demand holds up, what 
can be done to stimulate exports and 


upon scientific development that may | 


= 


enable cotton to regain some of the sales 
it has lost to substitutes. 

The soil bank was an unrealistic ap- 
proach to the cotton problem. The ques- 
tion that should be faced up to is how to 
give cotton farmers a fair shake and at 
the same time to place their product in 
a more competitive position on the world 
market.

Ike Tacitly Endorses 


Kaiser Steel Settlement 


It is no secret at all that President 
Eisenhower’s two most recent statements 
on the strike have shaken and angered 
the more determined members of the 
steel company negotiators and disap- 
pointed many others in the industry and 
in the business world. 


When invoking the Taft-Hartley Act 
the President said the legislation did not 
have a very good history and that it 
was inadequate. He did not think amend- 
ing it would help. 

This was a body blow. It especially 
miffed the old-line Taft forces. 


But in his Wednesday press confer- 
ence the President really delivered the 
unkindest cut of all insofar as the in- 
dustry is concerned. He said that while 
he did not regard the agreement be- 
tween the Kaiser company, damned by 
Big Steel as traitors, and the union as 
“completely satisfactory,” he thought it 
should provide the basis for a general re- 
turn to work. 


This may not boil out into the public 
domain but privately the industry now 
feels toward the President almost as it 
does toward Kaiser. The Kaiser-union 
contract marks a brand-new departure in 
negotiations and labor relations. The !m- 
pact of it has not yet been explained nor 
made clear. It provides for a committee 
of three, including a public representa- 
tive, to determine what the share of 
profits and dividends shall be after full 
consideration of the public. This means 
that the committee shall determine what 
the price increase effect would be on the 
public. In other words, how much in- 
flation will a new contract and wage 
increase cause? This, if carried out, will 
revolutionize labor-industry  relation- 
ships. 

The President has not fully endorsed 
it. But none should fail to realize that 
he has given it substantial backing. It 
is his opinion the contract is good enough 
for all the industry to use to reach a 
back-to-work agreement.

Gen. Charles de Gaulle, the austere 
mystic who directs the destinies of 
France, has agreed to a December sum- 
mit meeting of the Western Allies. 

This change of attitude by the 
French premier was revealed by Pres- 
ident Eisenhower Wednesday in his press 
conference. The time and place remain 
to be selected, but December is the month. 

De Gaulle was under heavy pressure 
from Britain and the United States. He 
had at first insisted on a spring meeting. 

It should not be overlooked that this 
Allied meeting will find three leaders 
in a much stronger position than at any 
previous summit session. Premier Mac- 
millan, of Great Britain, has a substan- 
tial House of Commons majority and has 
won an election. which was, in a very 
real sense, a mandate. Gen. de Gaulle 
is dominant in France. His Algerian 
problem is perhaps slightly improved. 
And, of course, Eisenhower’s home_pres- 
tige is greater than ever. |

Hails Poultry Research 


A Federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta 
bulletin on chickens offers an example of 
the varied interests of banks in our time. 

Just before World War II some 4.2 
pounds of feed were required to put a 
pound of weight on a broiler. During 
1955-57 research in feeds and breeding 
had so improved things that only 2.6 
pounds of feed were needed to increase 
a broiler’s weight by a pound. 

Now, the bank says, we are about at 
the point where three pounds of feed 
and six pounds of drinking water will 
produce a three-pound broiler in seven 
weeks. Research in that connection is be- 
ing conducted by: the Southern Regional 
Poultry Breeding Project. Initiators of 
the study are in the states of the Sixth 
Federal Reserve Bank district.

_ The ultimate tragedy of unreasoning opposition to school integra- 
tion has been reached in Prince Edward County in Virginia. The 
county has cut all school funds from its annual budget. Public schools 
have been closed. Public education has been abandoned. White par- 
ents, helped by a tax cut of 58 per cent, have raised a fund of $300,- 
000 to ‘“‘educate’’ some 1,500 white children. 


They will go to school in in- 
adequate quarters. Teaching will 
be poor as good teachers hunt 
other jobs. It is doubtful that 
institutions of higher education 
will accept the qualifications of 
pupils who graduate from the 
makeshift private schools. 

But the white children will be 
better off than the colored. There 
are some 1,700 Negro pupils in 
Prince Edward County. They will 
have no schools at all. 

The situation, as Arthur Flem- 
ming, secretary of health, educa- 
tion and welfare, has branded it.

Keeping Peace 


In the Flock 


The kangaroo complained, ‘I 
just don't know what’s the mat- 
ter with me. I don’t feel jumpy 
any more.” 
Georgians are 
more concerned 
about nervous 
hens. Is the 
flock in a frenzy, haa 
all worked up, 
fidgeting on the 
roost and only 
able to eat a 
peck at a time? 
Perhaps a tran- 
quilizer should 
be prescribed. 
Pharmacy has produced one, the 
same as to control high blood 
in humans. 


Fed to fowl in low doses, this 
specific, reserpine, is said to help 
the chicken withstand stress and 
to adjust better socially. 

If you don’t think chicks need to 
adjust, then you are not informed 
on the psychology of the roost 
and the rooster. 

Poultry researchers at Virginia 
Polytechnic have found that 
chickens behave much like peo- 
ple. 

Not only do birds of a feather 
flock together, but there are 
status seekers in the flock. 

Chickens have a caste system, 
a social order based on who has 
the right to peck whom. Not only 
size and weight determine the 
standing in the ‘‘peck’’ order but 
so does aggressiveness, which is 
inherited. 

Bantams that bully come from 
bad eggs. Like the mountaineer 
on the stand as a character wit- 
ness for his son, Mackie. The old 
man said, “I just don’t know 
what got into the boy. I never 
run a knife that deep in no one.” 

The chicken yard has one so- 
cial order for hens and another 
for roosters. Researchers note 
that a hen does not mate readily 
with a male of low social stand- 
ing. 

VPI students of fowl psychol- 
ogy note also that birds recog- 
nize each other as individuals only 
in small groups. In larger groups 
recognition is by breeds. Even a 
bird’s-eye view is enough to tell 
a Rhode Island Red from a 
Plymouth Rock. 

Not all chickens are “chicken.” 
The quiet rooster often will take 
only so much guff before he is 
spurred into action against the 
cock of the walk. 

Poultry psychiatrists advise 
management not to upset the 
flock unduly by introducing new- 
comers. Take a rooster out of 
the family and keep him away 
two weeks, then put him back in 
and it’s like a stranger in Dodge 
City. 

Don’t put all the chicken feed 
and water at so high a level the 
lowly in the flock cannot get at it, 
too. : 

Keep these things in mind and 
practice, Mr. Chicken Farmer, 
and not so many of the flock will 
be getting their feathers ruffled. 


Besides, you can still rule the.

Georgia’s Commission on the 
Aging announced plans Wednes- 
day at the state Capitol for mo- 
bilizing statewide 
participation in

Prior to the meeting—the first | 
general session that has been 
held by the month-old commis- | 
sion—officials had been prepared 
to conduct the study with the 
participation of only 60 ores 


LITTLE TIME : 
Mrs. Virginia Smyth, 
chairman and secretary of the 
commission, said district organ- | 
izational meetings were 
held in November. There was too | 
little time, she said, to organize | 
county-by-county support of the 
program from a state level. 


That’s when commission mem- 
bers agreed to get the work done 
in their respective areas. 


The counties are to conduct pre- 
liminary surveys to find out what 
facilities are available for aged 
persons in Georgia. Later on, a 
survey will be conducted—this, 
also, county by county—to deter- 
mine what the older persons, 
themselves, consider to be their 
chief need. 


SURVEY QUESTIONS 

The prelimniary survey will in- 
clude questions on social serv- 
ices, health, employment, hous- 
ing and services which are tra- 
ditionally provided by church or- 
ganizations. 


Dr. John T. Mauldin, chair- 
man of the commission, told the 
group that the study—to be com- 
pleted by next summer—would 
probably influence legislation on 
the national level. 


The reports from Georgia and 
other states will be discussed at 
the White House Conference on 
the Aging in 1961. 


VOLUNTARY WORK 


Georgia, like most other states, 
has $15,000 with which to con- 
duct the study. The money, said 
Dr. Mauldin, would be used only 
to defray expenses of meetings 
and incidentals. The actual work, 
in the counties and on the state 
level, will be done on a voluntary 
basis, he said. 


Dr. Hugh B. Masters of the 
University of Georgia, who heads 
the commission's research train- 
ing demonstration group, was 
asked to work out an interview 
system for use in the second 
stage of the study.

Appliance 
Repair 
Cost Tips 


When 
an appliance breaks down, it’s 
like pulling teeth to get anyone 
to come fix it. 
who finally does show up 
charges me whether he does 
any work or not. How can I 
protect myself? Mrs. L. F., Des 
.Moines. 


Q. I am a housewife. 


A. Push-button housekeeping 
is mostly ‘‘push’’ when that 
happens, isn’t it, Mrs. L. F.? 
But here is how to keep those 
buttons pushable: 


When You Buy: Look over 
the service facilities you may 
have to use as carefully as you 
look over the appliance itself 
Visualize the appliance in need 
of service. Where will it come 
from? Ask to see service facili- 
ties. Have the appliance demon- 
strated. Read the instruction 
book. 


Read Guarantee: The war- 
ranty on radio and TV sets 
usually does not include labor 
or service charges for replacing 
defective parts. The guarantee 
on home appliances, such as 
washers and dryers, usually 
does cover the labor of replac- 
ing parts. 


Call Serviceman You Know: 
The repairman recommended 
by friends is best. But check 
with the dealer, distributor or 
electric utility if you are in 
doubt. Before you call for serv- 
ice, make sure the appliance is 
plugged in, turned on and ready 
to go. Get model number and 
approximate date of purchase. 
Note trouble symptoms. Tell 
the repairman. It may help 
him diagnose the case and bring 
the right parts and tools. After 
the repair is made, ask the 
serviceman to explain what has 
been done. Get an itemized bill 
showing clearly charges for 
labor and parts. Have the serv- 
iceman sign it. 


What to Expect: A home ap- 
pliance emergency call should 
be answered in six working 
hours; other calls by the end of 
the third working day. A con- 
scientious technician will try to 
diagnose the trouble by phone. 
Repairs should be guaranteed. 
Some _ servicemen guarantee 
their work for 90 days. Some 
give a three-day guarantee on 
a house call, a 30-day guarantee 
on a shop job. Parts should 
be guaranteed for 90 days—ex- 
cept a TV picture tube. That 
generally carries a one-year 
guarantee. 

To Pare Costs: When you 
call for service, find out what 
the minimum charge will be. A 
common rate is $5 to $6 for the 
call plus 45 minutes work, and 
$1.25 for each 15 minutes there- 
after. If the man is prepared 
to do the repair work and you 
put him off, expect to pay an- 
other minimum service charge 
when he returns. But if he can- 
not do the job at the time of 
the first call or recommends a 
major overhaul, you should not 
have to pay another minimum 
for a service call when he re- 
turns. But if a radio or TV set 
must be taken to the shop, ex- 
pect a pick up and delivery 
charge.

Put Hips 
On Spot 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 
Jumping to conclusions is a 
favorite form of exercise. If 
your hips are too hefty for the 


slim skirts so fashionable this 


season, don’t jump to the con- 
clusion that you need to reduce 
10 pounds. Unless you are over- 
weight, diet is not the solution. 
Exercise is needed, either gen- 
eral or specific. 


You may not want to give ex- 
ertise the time of day. In that 
case it is all the more impor- 
tant to make sure you are using 
your figure controlling muscles 
in the way that keeps them in 
live tone. 


You can give hip and thigh 
muscles the right kind of work- 
out, or the wrong kind of spread, 
by the way you sit down and 
rrse from a chair. Sit well back 
in a chair, feet together and 
flat on floor. Now, rise from 
the chair. Did you use your 
afms, or bend forward at the 
waist? That’s the lazy, middle- 
age way of rising from a chair. 


Try this routine movement the 
right way. Place one foot a lit- 
tle ahead of the other, keep 
your back straight and use your 
powerful. thigh muscles to get 
up from a chair... and to sit 
down in a chair. In sitting down, 
keep your back straight—do not 
bend forward or lead with your 
derriere. 


If it’s a little late for preven- 
tive measures, try specific cal- 
isthenics. For hips that bow out 
at the sides, or square off win- 
dow-box shape, rolling is the 
answer. In rolling, make sure to 
bring the weight to bear on the 
exact spot that needs slimming. 


Position: Sit on floor, leaning 
slightly back to bring weight to 
bear on bulge; have arms out at 
sides, slightly back—palms of 
hands on floor. 


Movement: R-o-l-] rhythmical- 
ly across hip spread, pushing 
with palm of one hand, bracing 
with the other. Roll 12 to 25 
counts, slowly and heavily. If 
this roll misses the bulge, shift 
the position. Bend your knees, 
lean further back and r-o-l-l 
slowly along one thighline, back 
across hip spread to opposite 
thighline. 


For a more ‘vigorous work- 
out, force the hip muscles to 
take part in the lifting move- 


ment, as in the following 
streamliner: 
Position: Lie face downward 


on floor, head resting on fold- 
ed arms, legs straight down 
and together. 


Movement: Lift legs slightly 
off floor, then using the big hip 
and thigh muscles, separate 
the legs widely, touching. toes 
to floor at far sides. Lift with 
hip and thigh muscles—do not 
slide. Bring legs together, again 
lifting. Continue for 8 counts.

“It is equally pathetic,” states one official, “that due to 


circumstances beyond our control we aren't always able to parole 


the woman prisoner as soon as we would like. This very often 
keeps a woman who should be out of prison in a year or two in 
company with more hardened women criminals sometimes beyond 
a period of redemption. 


“Too long an association with criminals who know no other 
way of life can do irreparable damage,” pointed out Mr. Pyle 


The woman prisoner is usually a remorseful mdividual, 


resigned to serve her sentence and very often ‘‘at sea’’ as to what 


provoked her to commit a crime. 


Police department records of women criminals reveal that 
many are heavy drinkers and committed crimes while under the 
influence of alcohol. 


Such was the case of one woman prisoner, now serving a 
sentence at Reidsville for breaking and eptering. This woman was 
taken into custody at gun point, suspected of being homosexual 
as well as alcoholic and extremely mentally ‘disturbed.

Here is her statement: “Am I sorry? I don’t know, 
so. I don’t know why I did it. 
broke into that house. I needed money desperately. 


“T hate men,” she stated to a reporter from the Constitution. 
“My only friends have been women.”’ It was also revealed that 
this woman had attempted suicide twice. 


“It is obvious,” remarked Mr. Pyle, that Reidsville can do 
little to help this individual. ‘She is, in all probability, in com- 
pany with more of her kind.” By the same token, the parole board 
is most reluctant to return this woman to society. 


One of the most vexing things to law enforcement agencies, 
wardens and the parole board is the passing of judgment by 
the public on a criminal when they are not in full possession of 
all the facts. 


‘The woman prisoner who has paid her debt to society and 
judged by the parole board as fit to return to society, is entitled 
to consideration,’’ said Mr. Pyle. ‘Prison at best, is no picnic. It 
wasn't designed to be a reward for crime but a punishment. Of 
interest to many prisons throughout the country today is the state 
prison in Pennsylvania where educational classes have been insti- 
tuted and taught by teachers from ‘outside’ in an effort to give 
the prisoner a chance to rehabilitate him or herself while in 
prison as well as give the prisoner a chance for an education while 
learning a trade. This enables the prisoner, upon release, to be 
in a better position to hold down a job plus aiding in elevating his 
or her position in society.”

A Round of Applause 


ATHENS—Taking the risk of being refused a sec- 
ond glass of buttermilk, a diner at Wallace Butts’ 
house suggested last September that the upcoming 
Georgia edition might be a successful football team. 


If the man had mentioned that Georgia probably would be 
leading the power-packed SEC rolling into the homecoming game 
against Florida State, a psychiatrist would have been summoned 
forthwith. 


Not even Clegg, the handy man who preceded most of the 
buildings on the comipes and annually forecasts a championship 
— team, seriously expected the Bulldogs 
to be perched in the penthouse. 


But as the Georgia and Florida 
State bands tune up for their half- 
time duel Saturday, the’ Buildogs 
are ranked 14th in the nation and 
first in the SEC. 


Butts was relaxing in his office be- 
fore Wednesday's workout when a vis- 
itor reminded him that LSU was mere- 
ly No. 1 in the nation, not in the SEC.

He knows it isn’t 
a great team, and the remaining four games will determine 
whether it is a good team. But thus far, Butts knows that it is 
a team which has tried: a team which has paid the price for 
five victories.

Though Butts customarily refrains from individual applause, 
it's only natural that the man should feel proud of this crew. 
There are only one or two bona fide all-conference candidates, 
but the bovs have pooled their talents and traveled much fur- 
ther up the comeback road than anyone anticipated. 


However, there are outstanding individuals on all teams, and 
no one has been more valuable to the Bulldogs than Walden. A 
kicking specialist last vear, Walden has been too busy with other 
chores to retain his national lead as a punter. But he’s still aver- 
aging a highly respectable 39.5. 


The Big Toe has had a hand in virtually every backfield sta- 
tistic. He’s tied with teammate Bobby Towns and Tom Moore of 

Vandy in pass snagging (10), trails Tarkenton as the Georgia scor- 
ing leader with 18 points, and has averaged 4.4 in 129 carries. He’s 
also a competent blocker and a solid defensive back. So it’s easy 
to understand why Walden has logged more playing time than any 
other Georgia player. With the possible exception of Billy Cannon 
of LSU and Moore of Vandy, Walden is more valuable to his teem 
than any other back in the conference.

The performance of the team also ‘reflects a fine coaching job 
by Butts and his assistants. Return of J. B. Whitworth as line coach 
immediately strengthened the defensive fences, and Charley. Trippi 
has done a fine job since assuming the backfield reins from Johnny 
Rauch.

Clever as they are, women have chosen an 
atiractive young blonde to blaze the way in this 
new field that has unlimited possibilities—for 
them. 


All kidding aside ‘and who's kidding?), Dot- 
tie Parks serves an extremely useful purpose at 
the microphone, and broadcasts with full ap- 
proval of race-driving husband Paul. In fact, the 
Parkses may have opened a brand new avenue for the sport. 


You may have noticed them at Lakewood last Sunday. Dottie 
stationed herself in the judges’ stand and talked to Paul as he 
whirled around the mile oval in pursuit of household money.

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Light Up A Pumpkin

Little hobgoblins will be hopping around your 
house anxiously hurrying through supper so they 
can don their ghostly garb and scamper away into 
the black magic of Halloween night. You might as 
well expect half-finished dinner plates left deserted 
for the tastier rewards offered by the “trick or treat’ 


trek. 


Since your dinner efforts are 
only going to be half-appreciat- 
ed anyway, you might as well 
prepare something easy. And 
since your only chance of inter- 
esting the youngsters is to dress 
up like a witch or cook up a lit- 
tle black magic, you might con- 
sider offering them hearty meat 
tidbits on a pick to roast over 
a flaming pumpkin. 


Just take a large pumpkin 
and paint a face on it. Use a 
grease pencil or black tempera 
—dip your brush in soapsuds. 
With a short, sharp knife, cut 
out the top of the pumpkin and 
hollow out the interior. Insert 
a glass placed upside down and 
set a container of canned heat 
on top of it so the flame will be 
near the top. 


Cut meats like wieners and 
smokie links into bite-sized 
pieces, pierce with a wooden 
pick, and stick the other end of 
the pick into the sides of the 
pumpkin, porcupine-fashion. 


Just before serving, light the 
canned heat and let each child 
roast his own ‘“Hallowennie’’ 
over the flame.
